From Ends of World

It used to be the office of Presi- 
dent Patterson. Then it was the 
olfice of Dean Puul P. Boyd while 
he was acting president. Then It 
was the office of Dr W. D. Funk- 
houser. Then It was the offices of 
Doctors Allen and Brower of the 
Zoology department. Then the 
zoology seminar room. Then it de- 
generated to a store room. And 
now you ask. what next? We re- 
ply—the University aquarium. 

Thus a room which you can read- 
ily see has a history probably as 
long as all its llsh laid end to end, 
the University aquarium opened Its 
doors last Monday. 

LK.ited in Hie basement ol the 
Science building, the fish-house 
Kill remain open dully from 10 am 
to 5 pm. cx'cpl Saturday, when 
it will be opened from 10 until 1- 
a. in . and Sunday. The aquarium 
la controlled by an electric fan and 
a hot air thermometer. The occu- 
pants are divided into two classes 
nulive. or fresh water, fish; and 
tropical Also included are tanks 
of marine invertebrates and water 
reptllea. 

rUie invertebrates Include 



sea-urchin, horse-show crabs, an- 
nelid worms, and sea-cucumbeis. 
It Is planned to add a tank of mur- 
ine fish next year. Most of the In- 
vertebrates come from the coast of 
Maine In the tank of water rep- 
tiles are frogs, lizards, newts, and 
salamanders from all over the 
United States. 

Among the most interesting of 
the fresh-water fish are the blue 
gouraml. or bubble-nesl builders, 
and the black mollies, or "weather 
fish." The "weather fish" are so- 
called because the Germans used 
them to forecast the weather, 
claiming that when the fish became 
excited a storm was near. 

Fish from Ceylon. India MM 
Trinidad and Florida are among 
the tropical specimens. All are 
specially fed and live on food grown 
at the aquarium. 

Funds for the aquarium were ap- 
propriated by the University, and 
the project was built under the dl- 
H M of Dr W 8. Allen of the 
zoology department and J W Lan- 
caster who will be curator. A 
large number of the tropical fish 
were donated by Robert Pence, of 
Lexington, funcier and breeder of

Dear Editor: 

In reliance upon your »ense of 
Justice and fair play. I have writ- 
ten this letter, trusting that you 
will publish it in the columns of 
your paper. Unless you do so. those 
in whose behalf I write will have 
I no means of placing their cause 
before the public. 

A short time ago a group of Uni- 
versity of Kentucky students met 
and organized a chapter of the 
Student League for Industrial Dem- 
ocracy. The membership of the 
group Includes persons who are po- 
litically Republicans. Democrats, 
and Socialists, but all are agreed 
that the present social and eco- 
nomic order has failed because It 
no longer provides opportunity or 
even security for the common man. 
and that it shuld be replaced by a 
new social order, a true cooperative 
commonwealth, based upon the 
collective ownership and democra- 
tic operation of the means of pro- 
duction, to produce for public use 
and not for private profit. 

Our purpose In so organizing was 
to further discussion along this line 
among the members of the student 
body, and to help educate the fu- 
ture leaders of Kentucky to what 
we believe to be the necessity of 
social change. We had no desire 
to embarrass the University author- 
ities In any way; our sole purpose 
was to engage in a wholly legiti- 
mate educational activity. 

To show our good will toward the 
University administration, and in 
order to secure all possible facili- 
ties for our work, we applied to the 
University Council for such official 
1 recgonltion as Is usually given as a 
I matter of course to all student or- 
' ganlzatlons. Unfortunately, both 
1 for our purpose, and. we believe for 
| the University itself, our petition 
I was rejected

The construction of the scenes 
at the Oulgnol theatre are very 
difficult and require much con- 
centrated effort on the part of the 
stage hands. In the first play. The 
Oueen Husbands." it took all of 
four weeks to make the kings of- 
fice. 

First, the walls of the set must 
be cut and Joined together. When 
a definite shap- has been made for 
the room, each caek or hole in the 
scenerv, every Joint and crevice 
must be covered with paste and 
che se cloth, so that no Irregular 
lines or faults meet the critical 
eves of the audience. The archs 
must be constructed over the door- 
wavs, the French windows and th~ 
balcony have to be built In the 
background. The wa'lboards and 
ceiling bo-ders are cut and Joined, 
and everything done to perfection. 

When this has all be n attended 
to. nearly every foot of the walls 
have to be painted as the different 
sections are In different colors. 
When th- walls have been painted 
one solid color, the set must be 
trimmed In manv other shades. The 
walls are then dabbed with sponges 
to give a dough plaster effect. 



When th-se and countless of oth- 
er small things have been taken 
care of. the set is practically com- 
plete usually about this time the 
dlrrrtnr will want something entire- 
ly chang- d. or perhaps the paint 
will start to peel off or crack. If 
this happens, there are a good deal 
of harsh words and dirty looks 
dished out hither and yon.
